I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1 965  concerning 


the  public  health  in  the  Petersfield  Urban  District. 

Dr.  S.  Chalmers  Parry  retired  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  April 
1965,  having  filled  the  post  for  the  past  17  years.  I  was  prevented  by 
ill-health  from  taking  over  his  duties  immediately  upon  his  retirement, 
and  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  M.  Crowley,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Fareham,  who  kindly  "stood  in”  for  me  for  the  ten  week  period 
before  I  was  able  to  commence  my  duties. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  help  and  support  received  from  Mr.  Sedgwick  and 
the  other  members  of  the  department,  from  the  rest  of  the  Council's  officers, 
and  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  as  well  as  from 
other  Councillors. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  office  block  came  into  use,  and 
this  has  certainly  provided  the  department  with  much  pleasanter  and  more 
commodious  office  accommodation.  It  also  proved  possible,  with  the  help 
of  the  proprietors,  to  provide  an  office  for  the  Meat  Inspectors  at  the 
Abattoir.  Both  are  much  appreciated  by  the  staff  of  the  department.

PETERSFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT. 


The  small  country  town  of  Peter sfield  with  the  surrounding  area  of 
agricultural  land  which  forms  the  Urban  District  of  Petersfield  is  in 
Eastern  Hampshire,  just  north  of  the  gap  in  the  South  Downs  through  which 
passes  the  main  road  and  railway  from  London  to  Portsmouth.  Both  pass 
through  the  town  and  there  are  three  level  crossings  on  the  railway,  tv/o 
of  which  it  is  proposed  to  replace  with  the  automatic  half  barrier  type 
of  unmanned  crossing.  The  major  crossing  where  the  A272  crosses  the 
railway  lines  will  remain  a  manually  operated  crossing.  As  yet  there  is 
no  indication  when  the  by-pass  planned  to  remove  the  A3  traffic  from  the 
town  centre  will  be  built. 


The  town  is  a  centre  of  retail  trade  and  also  has  some  light  industries, 
the  chief  being  a  rubber  processing  works.  There  is  also  an  abbatoir  in 
the  town  which  supplies  a  wide  area. 

Towards  the  end  of  1965  the  wholesale  dairy  was  closed  following  the 
policy  of  the  owners  to  concentrate  on  larger  units,  and  all  milk  sold  in 
the  town  is  nov?  pasteurised  and  bottled  elsewhere. 

STAFF  &  ORGANISATION . 


Dr.  S.  Chalmers  Parry,  who  had  been  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
previous  17  years,  retired  on  April  23rd;  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  A.G.  Farr, 
who,  however,  was  prevented  by  illness  from  taking  up  his  duties  until 
July  1st,  1965*  During  the  interval,  Dr.  M.  Crowley,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Fareham,  made  himself  available  for  such  assistance  and  advice  as 
might  be  required. 

There  were  no  other  staff  changes  during  1 965,  but  in  November  the  new 
office  block  to  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  became  available.  Of  pre 
fabricated  construction  this  provides  a  general  office,  store  and  two 
additional  offices  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Health  Inspectors, 
a  great  improvement  on  the  single  office  previously  used.  The  building 
also  houses  the  office  for  the  Home  Help  Service  for  the  Alton/l)roxford/ 
Petersfield  area  and  the  office  of  the  Area  Nursing  Officer  for  the  same 
area  together  with  the  borough  of  Eastleigh,  and  the  office  of  the  W.V.S., 
Citizen's  Advice  Bureau  and  Hospital  Car  Service. 

Before  the  move  Miss  Collins  had  operated  the  Town  Hall  telephone 
switchboard;  she  has  now  relinquished  these  duties  but  has  taken  over 
additional  clerical  work  for  the  Area  Nursing  Officer  when  the  latter  took 
up  her  appointment  in  March  1 966.  The  previous  Area  Nursing  Officer  had 
resigned  prior  to  taking  up  another  appointment  shortly  before  the  completion 
of  the  Office  block. 


At  the  request  of  the  naval  authorities  a  pupil  health  inspector  was 
attached  to  the  Department  in  September  for  his  four  year  period  of  training. 
He  is  Mr.  D.  Johnson  and  his  colleague  Mr.  C.  Copping  is  similarly  attached 
to  Petersfield  Rural  District  Council.  They  attend  the  day  release  course 
started  by  Portsmouth  Technical  College  (Highbury)  in  September  1965*  These 
two  men  normally  work  together  and  are  able  to  gain  wide  experience  of  their 
duties  in  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  As  they  gain  in  experience  they 
will  be  able  to  help  in  the  work  of  the  department. 

ENVI RONMENTAL  HYG-IMB . 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  majority  of  dwellings  and  premises  in  the  district  are  sewered 
but  the  purification  works  is  working  to  capacity  and  during  the  year  plans 
for  a  considerable  extension  to  the  works  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
Local  G-ovemment  and  detailed  drawings  are  now  in  course  of  preparation, 
together  with  plans  for  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  some  of  the  sewers. 

Extension  of  the  sewers  to  the  Stroud  area  and  in  the  Tilmore  Gardens 
area  were  planned  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  deposited  on  a  tip  at  the  sewage  works, 
where  an  independent  group  of  M  totters*1  keep  the  tip  in  order  for  their 
pickings.  The  tip  has  a  somewhat  untidy  appearance  but  it  is  intended  to 
cease  to  use  this  tip  and  to  dispose  at  the  Rural  District  Council  tip  at 
Buriton. 

Later  Supply. 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company,  who  have  a 
regular  sampling  service.  The  supply  was  maintained  to  satisfactory 
standards  throughout  the  year. 

Swimming  Pool. 

The  town*  s  swimming  pool  was  not  so  much  used  in  the  wet  and  sunless 
summer.  Regular  samples  showed  the  water  was  maintained  in  a  desirable 
state  of  hygiene. 

Housing. 

Construction  of  a  block  of  bungalows  for  the  elderly  and  houses  for  the 
County  ambulance  staff  at  Ramshill  began  during  1965*  The  bungalows  will 
have  a  common  central  heating  system  and  there  will  be  a  warden.  The  County 
Council  houses  each  has  a  different  system  of  heating,  and  records  of  the 
cost  and  efficiency  are  being  kept  for  purposes  of  comparison  later. 

Weston  House,  the  block  of  flats  for  the  elderly  has  proved  to  be  most 
successful  and  is  much  appreciated. 


Pood. 


Prior  to  its  closure  toward  the  end  of  the  year  sampling  was  undertaken 
from  the  processing  dairy.  The  major  commitment  of  the  department  is  the 
meat  inspection  at  the  G-range  abattoir.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  report,  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in 
throughput  at  The  G-range  compared  with  previous  years.  Improvements  in 
lighting  and  in  the  organisation  of  the  beef  line  and  in  items  of  equip¬ 
ment  were  made  during  the  year,  and  a  room  was  made  available  for  use  as 

the  health  inspectors,  which  is  much  appreciated. 

Details  of  food  inspections  and  samples  will  be  found  in  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  report,  but  there  was  no  serious  case  of  unfit 
food  or  unsuitable  premises  during  1965* 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES . 


Hospitals. 

Petersfield  Hospital  is  what  used  to  be  known  as  a  ’’Cottage”  hospital; 
consultants  from  Portsmouth  hold  certain  out  patient  clinics  there. 
Heathside  Hospital  is  a  small  geriatric  hospital  situated  on  Durford  Road. 
Local  family  doctors  provide  the  routine  medical  staffing  at  both 
institutions • 


The  main  hospital  and  laboratory  services  are  at  Portsmouth. 
Uncomplicated  midwifery  is  undertaken  at  The  G-range  Maternity  home  at 
G-reatham. 

Eamily  Doctor  Service. 

Six  practitioners  have  surgeries  in  Petersfield  but  their  practices 
also  cover  parts  of  the  rural  district  as  well  as  the  town. 

Maternity  &  Child  Health. 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  organised  by  the  individual  doctors;  relaxation 
olasses  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Clinic  in  Love  Lane,  where 
there  is  also  a  weekly  Child  Welfare  Clinic  every  Wednesday  (market  day  in 
Petersfield).  As  will  be  seen  from  the  attendance  figures  given  below,  this 
is  a  well  attended  clinic,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  it  could  operate 
on  this  scale  without  the  assistance  of  a  number  of  voluntary  helpers,  some 
of  whom  have  been  working  at  this  clinic  for  many  years  now.  We  are  indeed 
grateful  to  them  for  what  they  have  done  and  are  doing. 

The  end  of  1965  saw  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Phyllis  Watson,  who  had  been 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  in  the  Petersfield  area  for  eighteen  years 
and  who  was  known  to  many  mothers  and  children  in  Petersfield.

Two  district  nurse/midwives  serve  the  town  and  environs,  and  two  health 
visitors  work  in  the  urban  area  as  well  as  in  adjacent  areas  of  the  rural 
district. 

Mass  Radiography. 

Petersfield  is  within  the  area  of  the  Portsmouth  mass  miniature  X-ray 
service  and  visits  are  made  to  the  town  with  mobile  equipment  every  second 
year.  A  visit  was  made  for  10  days  in  19&5*  Members  of  the  public  can  be 
X-rayed  on  request  at  the  X-ray  Centre  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital  Portsmouth, 
but  it  is  advisable  to  telephone  (Portsmouth  22331 )  to  confirm  the  hours 
of  opening. 

Chest  Clinic. 

The  chest  clinic  at  the  Queen  Alexandra  Hospital,  Cosham,  serves 
Petersfield. 

Mental  Health. 

This  is  a  County  Council  service;  the  mental  health  officers  are 
trained  and  experienced  in  mental  illness  and  subnormality  and  visit  and 
supervise  patients  in  their  homes.  Their  support  and  guidance  allows  of 
many  patients  being  able  to  live  at  home  rather  than  in  hospital.  This 
service  for  Petersfield  is  based  on  Fareham. 

In  the  field  of  mental  illness  there  have  been  remarkable  advances  in 
treatment  in  the  last  20  years.  This  is  also  the  case  in  mental  deficiency 
where  it  is  now  realised  that  with  more  persistent  methods  of  teaching  many 
people  who  would  have  been  regarded  as  cases  for  institutional  care  all 
their  lives  some  years  ago  can  now  even  undertake  "sheltered”  work. 

The  organisation  of  the  county  mental  health  service  is  not  on  a 
district  basis  and  it  is  therefore  not  possible  to  give  exact  statistics 
of  the  service  as  applied  to  the  urban  district.  The  follov/ing  figures 
apply  to  a  wide  area  but  give  some  idea  of  the  service  provided.

Home  Help. 

The  provision  of  help  in  the  domestic  work  of  the  house  can  be  of 
great  importance  in  times  of  illness  or  in  the  case  of  elderly  persons. 

This  is  provided  through  the  Home  Help  and  Good  Neighbour  service,  and  the 
headquarters  office  for  the  area  including  Petersfield  is  at  the  Town  Hall.

Voluntary  Services. 

Most  of  the  care  provided  for  the  sick,  the  elderly  and  the  infirm 
comes  from  relations,  friends  and  neighbours,  and  little  is  known  of  the 
devoted  service  given  in  this  way.  Many  voluntary  organisations  do  work 
in  this  field,  such  as  church  organisations  and  Old  Polks  Clubs,  as  well 
as  local  branches  of  national  organisations  such  as  the  Red  Cross  and  Women’ s 
Voluntary  Services. 

The  latter  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  "Meals  on  Wheels" 
service,  of  which  the  cost  is  equally  shared  between  the  County  and  district 
Councils,  but  for  which  the  W.V.S.  takes  full  responsibility  for  organising* 
The  numbers  using  this  service  are  smaller  than  one  would  expect  in  a  town 
the  size  of  Petersfield  and  it  may  be  that  the  availability  of  "Meals  on 
Wheels"  is  not  widely  known.  It  is  intended  for  people  whobecause  of  illness 
or  infirmity  are  not  able  to  prepare  a  full,  cooked  meal  for  themselves. 


Applications  for  the  service  can  be  made  to  the  Welfare  Office,  14  King 
George  Avenue,  Petersfield,  and  a  visit  is  arranged  by  the  Welfare  Officer 
to  judge  the  applicant’s  suitability.  Apart  from  the  material  benefit  of 
a  good  meal  at  regular  intervals  there  is  the  psychological  benefit  of  regular 
visits  from  the  ladies  who  deliver  the  meals  and  who  soon  become  welcome 
friends  to  those  who  are  unable  to  get  out  or  about  very  much.  We  are 
most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Keith  Gammon  and  to  her  assistants  for  the  work  they 
do  in  providing  this  service,  and  to  Messrs  I.T.S.  Rubber  Ltd.,  who  provide 
the  meals. 

As  well  as  their  well  known  work  in  the  training  of  nurses  and  first 
aiders,  the  Red  Cross  acts  for  the  County  Council  in  regard  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  home  nursing  equipment  where  this  is  needed. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


It  will  be  understood  that  rates  must  be  derived  from  a  sufficient 
number  of  observations  to  be  comparable,  and  that  in  this  respect  some  of 
the  statistics  recorded  here  are  derived  from  too  small  numbers  to  be  of 
significance. 


BIRTHS. 


At  130  the  total  live  births  recorded  was  smaller  than  the  previous 
year,  with  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  which,  when  corrected  for  the  age  and 
sex  distribution  found  in  Petersfield  was  still  lower  than  the  rate  for 
England  &  Y/ales. 

The  estimated  population  increased  by  21 0  to  8,350>  tut  the  excess  of 
births  over  deaths  accounted  for  only  28  of  these. 

There  was  a  drop  in  the  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  from  the  rather 
high  figure  recorded  in  1964* 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  still  births  leading  to  a  high 
still  birth  rate  but  the  figures  are  too  small  to  be  statistically  significant.

DEATHS 


The  102  deaths  occurring  in  residents  of  the  Urban  District  in  1965 
are  analysed  according  to  cause,  sex  and  age  opposite;  the  number  was 
smaller  than  in  1964  (l 1 9)  and  gave  a  crude  death  rate  for  the  District 
of  12.2.  When  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  population 
this  gives  a  corrected  death  rate  of  8.9  per  1000  population;  the  rate 
for  England  &  Wales  is  11  *5* 

It  will  be  found  that  55%  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  75 
years  of  age;  44%  of  male  deaths  and  C\%  of  female  deaths  were  in  people 
over  75  years  old.  Between  the  ages  of  1  year  and  44  years  there  were 
4  deaths,  3  of  which  were  due  to  accidents  (2  motor  vehicle)  and  1  to 
cancer.

It  will  be  seen  that  just  under  half  the  cases  of  cancer  occurred  in 
people  over  75*  but  that  there  was  an  unusually  high  proportion  of  comen 
dying  of  cancer.  Cancer  of  the  breast  caused  3  deaths,  of  the  uterus  2 
deaths  and  of  the  lung  2  deaths. 

Nationally,  more  men  than  w omen  die  of  cancer,  the  excess  being 
wholly  accounted  for  by  the  much  higher  incidence  of  lung  cancer  in  men; 
the  figures  for  Peter sfield  are  too  small  to  draw  any  valid  conclusions. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  brain  (“stroke”)  and  coronary  heart  disease 
were  the  next  largest  single  cause  of  death,  the  former  is  more  common  in 
women,  and  over  the  age  of  75 >  the  latter  is  commoner  in  men  and  under 
75  years.  This  conforms  to  the  national  pattern.  These  three  groups 
between  them  accounted  for  59  out  of  the  total  102  deaths.

IMMUNISATION 


During  the  autumn  term  parents  of  children  born  in  1 957  and  1 960  attending 
schools  in  the  district  were  advised  by  circular  distributed  through  the  schools 
of  the  advisability  of  having  reinforcing  doses  of  diptheria/tetanus  vaccine* 
This  was  done  with  the  consent  of  local  doctors  and  immunisation  clinics  were 
arranged  at  each  school  at  which  single  ’'booster"  doses  were  given*  Where  more 
than  one  dose  was  required  or  where  parents  preferred  they  consulted  their 
family  doctor,  to  whom  the  relevant  forms  were  sent.  Local  doctors  helped  by 
doing  certain  of  the  school  clinics  in  their  areas.  As  a  result  of  the  help 
given  by  school  staffs,  doctors  and  school  nurses  the  programme  was  successfully 
completed  early  in  1966.

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  now  advised  in  the  second  year;  94  out 
of  the  132  children  born  in  1963  had  been  protected  against  smallpox  by  the 
end  of  1965,  which  is  70%.  Re -vaccinations  were  much  lower  than  in  1964,  when 
the  United  Kingdom  was  declared  an  n  infected  area’*  for  a  period  and  certain 
countries  required  international  certificates  of  immunisation* 

INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  IMMUNISATION. 


By  international  agreement,  travellers  arriving  from  countries  declared 
to  be  infected  may  be  required  to  produce  a  valid  international  certificate 
(on  the  prescribed  form)  against  any  of  the  following  diseases: - 

Smallpox  Certificate  valid  for  3  years,  effective  8  days  after  sussessful 
primary  vaccination,  immediately  upon  re-vaccination. 

Cholera  Certificate  valid  for  6  months;  effective  from  date  of  second 

injection  for  primary  immunisation.  Where  reinforcing  dose  given 
within  period  of  efficacy  of  previous  immunisation  one  dose  only 
required. 

Both  vaccines  can  be  given  by  general  practitioners  but  advance  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  so  that  vaccine  can  be  ordered.  Both  of  these  certificates 
require  the  doctor's  signature  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  whom  they  should  be  sent  for  this  purpose. 

Yellow  Fever.  Available  only  at  certain  specified  centres;  of  which  Southampton 

and  London  are  the  nearest. 

Persons  travelling  abroad  are  advised  to  have  in  their  possession  valid 
International  Certificates  of  Smallpox  immunisation.  Cholera  and  Yellow  Fever 
immunisation  is  needed  only  for  travel  to  certain  tropical  countries,  and  advice 
should  be  sought  from  the  carrier. 

Immunisation  against  Typhoid  Fever  is  not  obligatory;  it  is  strongly  advised, 
however  if  travelling  to  certain  European  and  other  countries  where  the  Incidence 
of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  is  much  greater  than  in  Britain. 

Finally  leave  plenty  of  time  to  get  all  these  procedures  carried  out  -  at 
least  one  month.

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  hygiene  of  schools  in  the 
District;  where  there  is  cause  for  concern  for  any  reason  telephone  and  seek 
advice.  The  School  Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  medical  inspection 
of  the  children  and  advice  regarding  matters  of  personal  health,  and  is  also 
able  to  advise  on  hygiene  generally  when  at  the  school.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 965  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  and  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 

The  throughput  at  The  Grange  Abattoir  continues  to  increase,  occupying 
a  proportionally  larger  percentage  of  your  Inspectors'  time  in  order  to 
maintain  100%  inspection.  This  necessitates  appreciable  overtime  during 
the  normal  working  week,  and,  also  regular  Saturday  overtime. 

The  requirements  of  The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  which 
came  into  operation  during  1 964>  would,  with  very  few  exceptions,  seem  to 
have  been  implemented,  and  regular  inspections  of  all  premises  affected  have 
been  made. 

Regular  samples  of  milk  and  water  were  taken,  and  the  water  in  the 
ST/imming  Baths  at  both  the  Town  Hall  and  Churchers  College  was  tested  weekly 
during  the  period  of  use. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  Department  moved  into  their  new 
offices  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall,  and  this  has  been  of  great  benefit  to 
all  concerned. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  other  Council  Departments 
for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  would  also  like 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  invaluable  help  and  assistance  I  receive  at  all  times 
from  the  Council's  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr#  W#  Carter. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  Supply 

The  Water  Undertaker  for  the  area  is  the  ¥ey  Valley  Water  Company, 
Farnham,  the  chief  source  of  supply  being  the  two  deep  boreholes  at  Sheet, 
augmented  by  spring  water  from  Oakshott.  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are 
supplied  direct  from  the  Company’s  mains,  with  the  exception  of  four  houses 
supplied  from  wells. 

The  supply  which  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  is  adequate,  and  during 
the  year  35  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of 
which  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  subject  their  water  to 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  I 
am  supplied  with  copies  of  the  Analyst’s  reports.  All  these  reports  indicated 
that  the  water  was  of  a  suitable  quality  for  human  consumption.

Swimming  Baths 


There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  Urban  Area,  namely  the  Petersfield 
Swimming  Bath  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  school  bath  at  Churcher's 
College.  The  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  water  is  tested  thrice  daily  during 
the  season  both  for  residual  chlorine  and  pH  value,  and  in  addition  from 
both  baths  samples  of  water  are  taken  weekly  for  bacteriological  examination 
with  the  following  results: -

The  explanation  for  the  difference  in  results  is  that  whereas  the  water 
in  the  Petersfield  Swimming  Bath  is  both  filtered  and  chlorinated,  the  water 
at  Churcher’s  is  subject  to  chlorination  only,  the  absence  of  filtration 
leading  to  less  than  satisfactory  results.  It  is  understood  that  steps  are 
now  being  taken  for  the  installation  of  an  efficient  filtration  plant  at 
this  bath. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

As  previously  reported  the  Council  have  in  the  course  of  preparation  a 
scheme  for  the  modernisation  and  enlargement  of  their  existing  disposal  works 
which  in  their  present  state  are  seriously  overloaded,  and  also  for  the  exten 
sion  of  new  sewers  into  those  parts  of  the  area  not  now  served. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  some  80  cesspools  in  the  district,  all  of 
which  are  emptied  twice  a  year  without  charge  upon  application  to  the  Health 
Department. 

In  addition  there  are  some  60  houses  with  pail  closets.  On  behalf  of 
the  Council  these  are  emptied  twice  weekly  by  the  Cleansing  Service  (Southern 
Counties)  Ltd,  of  Botley,  Southampton. 


Public  Cleansing 


The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  all  roads  in  the 
district. 

A  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  made,  and,  in  addition, 
trade  refuse  is  also  collected. 

All  these  services  are  carried  out  by  the  Surveyor's  Department. 


Refuse  Tips 

The  refuse  tip  is  situate  on  land  adjoining  the  Council's  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  far  enough  away  from  any  habitation  to  give  rise  to 
any  nuisance  complaints.  The  useful  life  of  this  site  as  a  tip  is 
rapidly  approaching  its  end,  and,  in  the  future,  by  agreement  with  the 
Petersfield  Rural  District  Council,  tipping  will  take  place  in  their  area. 


Shops 


Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  1950  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council,  although  shops  are  regularly  inspected  mainly  when  these 
premises  are  visited  under  other  statutes*.

Broadways  Caravan  Site  off  The  Causeway  is  licensed  for  150  caravans. 
Although  the  owner  has  been  given  a  period  of  several  years  to  comply  with 
all  the  requirements  of  his  site  licence  there  is  still  much  work  to  be 
done  here  before  full  compliance  is  affected,  and,  in  connection  therewith, 
the  site  operator  has  been  contacted  several  times. 

There  is  also  a  site  for  25  caravans  in  Durford  Road.  This  site  is 
properly  run,  the  operator  complying  with  all  the  conditions  of  his  site 
licence • 

There  are  also  several  temporary  sites  for  one  or  two  caravans  only, 
with  limited  planning  permission.

Regular  treatments  were  given  to  the  Council’ s  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage 
Works.  Small  infestations  in  the  Council  Yard  and  Sheet  Institute  were 

also  dealt  with. 

A  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  in  The  Causeway,  Cranford 
Area  and  The  Borough,  was  carried  out  in  May  and  October,  only  very  slight 
infestation  was  recorded.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK 


The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1944,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October, 
1949,  places  the  responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  the  retail  dairies 
and  distributors  on  Local  Authorities. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (pasteurised  and  Sterilised) 
Regulations,  i960,  the  licensing  of  Pasteurising  Plants  and  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  are  the  responsibility  of  Food  and  Drugs  Authorites.  The 
Hampshire  County  Council  have  delegated  their  functions  to  the  Councils 
of  County  Districts. 

There  was  one  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district  at  a  large  wholesale 
depot,  where  conditions  and  supervision  was  satisfactory.  This  pasteurising 
plant  was  a  High  Temperature  Short  Time  Plant,  from  which  samples  have  been 
regularly  taken  over  the  last  sixteen  years  without  a  failure.  This  plant 
closed  down  at  the  end  of  September. 


Regular  samples  were  again  taken  to  check  the  sterilisation  of  milk 
bottles.  Of  48  bottles  tested,  all  were  satisfactory. 

Clean  bottles  are  beneficial  to  all  concerned,  and  there  is  less 
souring  of  milk.  The  average  count  per  pint  bottle  of  the  satisfactory 
bottle  samples  was  only  45,  as  the  accepted  standard  is  600  per  pint  bottle 
this  reflects  great  credit  on  the  dairy  concerned,  and  is  a  continuation 
of  the  high  hygienic  standard  under  which  this  plant  is  operated.

ADULTERATIONS . 


The  law  relating  to  the  composition  of  food  and  drugs  is  administered 
by  the  County  Council*  The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  l955>  places  restrictions 
on  the  addition  of  other  substances  to  any  food  constituents*  Probably 
the  most  important  section  in  Part  1  of  the  Act  is  section  2,  which  relates 
to  the  sale  of  food  and  drugs  which  are  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or 
quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser*  Most  of  the  prosecutions  which  arise 
are  in  respect  of  offences  under  this  section. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  Petersfield  Wholesale  Meat  Company  Ltd  continue  to  expand  their 
business  which  is  carried  out  from  The  Grange  Abattoir,  Petersfield  where 
facilities  are  also  available  for  local  butchers  to  have  their  own  animals 
killed,  and  also  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Meat  from  this  abattoir  is  distributed  over  a  wide  area  of  East  Hampshire 
Sussex,  and  Surrey,  and  even  the  Channel  Islands  are  supplied. 

One  hundred  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  is  maintained, 
this  entailing  evening  and  Saturday  visits  of  inspections,  no  slaughtering 
was  carried  out  on  Sundays. 

The  number  of  animals  passing  through  the  Abattoir  still  increases; 
the  total  number  of  animals  killed  43904  being  an  increase  of  4212  or  ll^o 
over  the  throughput  for  1964,  and  13453  or  44%  more  than  in  1963* 

Cy3ticercus  Bovis. 

39  cases  of  this  disease  were  discovered  in  1965,  the  majority  being 
single  cysts. 

Cysticercus  bovis,  of  which  cattle  are  the  intermediate  host  is  the 
cystic  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm,  and  can  be  transmitted  to  human  beings 
when  raw  or  undercooked  beef  containing  a  live  cyst  is  eaten.  No  generalised 
infestation  was  discovered  at  Petersfield.  Where  localised  infestation  with 
live  cysts  was  discovered,  the  carcases  were  subjected  to  a  period  of 
refrigeration  treatment  which  had  the  effect  of  killing  the  cysts.
